Suicides and Crossroads. 


It has boon suggested tliat suicides 


TVere burled at crossroads because it 
was usual to erect a cross at such 
places. Thc^e who were excluded from 
holy rites were buried there as the 
place next In sanctity to consecrated 
ground. 
It was an old superstition 


that the devil dancrxr at crossroads 
and that the erection of a cross thereat 
would prevent such unseemly 
prac- 


tices. From this or some other super- 
stition, such as the fear that his ghost 
might walk the earth, arose the cus- 
tom of driving a stake through the sui- 
cide's body. 


These plausible theories have gained 


many advocates, but it is more likely 
that burial at crossroads was intended 
as a mark of Indignity. The temples, 
or rather altars, of the heathen Teu- 
tons were mostly at the junction of 
crossroads. 
The place of execution 


was there, and criminals were sacri- 
ficed to the gods; hence suicides were 
burled at the crossroads to give as 
strong "an impression as possible of 
heathen burial. Probably, too, the pub- 
licity of such a spot, which insured the 
fact that a great number of people 
would become directly aware of the 
degrading consequences of the crime, 
had a good deal to do with Its selec- 
tion. 


A curious fact In this connection is 


to be found In Plato's Laws (book is, 
chapter 12). Tho murderer of any of 
bl« near kin, after being put to death, 
was "cast out of the city, ffltkccl, in an 
appointed placo where three roads 
meet, and let all the magistrates, In be- 
half of the whole state, carry each a 
stone and hurl It at the head of tho 
dead body."

TBE »UQAB BKKT IN NKVADA. 


The JOURNAL has been kindly per- 


mitted by Profe-aor N. E. Wilson of 
the University Experiment Statioa to 
make a review af a report made for 
1899 by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
ihowing progress made in the sugar 
industry in tbe Uuited Slates and in 
the Hawaiian Islands. 
The report 


gives results for tbe last decade from 
beets grown in Nevada and farniabed 
to tbe experiment station for analysis. 
The beets furnished from 1891 to 1898 
wer« of a class which had received no 
icientiflo care or attention in their 
growth for the development of sugar 
properties, but the 
showing 
made 


under tbe care they received is more 
than ouald be expected in saccharine 
matter. 


Tbe report made, inslnding the year 


1899, makes a showing that surpasses 
in sugar properties in the sugar beet 
grown in Nevada anything there is on 
record. 
Tbe beets grorn last year 


were planted and matured upon ecien- 
tiSo principles, as ascertained anc 
understood by those who have made 
the development of sugar in tbe sugar 
beet a subject of scientific observation 
and research. 


Professors W'lson and McDowell o 


tbe Experiment Station bad thegrowb 
and general development 
of these 


beets under tbeir special direction and 
care, and a result in nugar was ob- 
tained 
that 
caused
